Rosyln, Wash.. Oct. 4.—At least 
I eight men were killed and ti/e per­ 
haps fatally injured in a gas explo­ 
sio n iii coal mine No. 4 of tho N orth­ 
w estern Im provem ent company near 
I here. 
The known dead are: John E. Jones, 
[Dan Hardy and an Italian, name un­ 
know n. 
Carl Berger, who vias working at 
[the top of the shaft tower, cannot be 
found and it is alm ost certain th at he 
lls dead. 
Those perhaps fatally hurt are John 
IX. Jones, William. Irondale, .William. 
Arundale, Philip Fcsaiich and Otis 
iNewhouse. 
W hen the explosion occurred a eol- 
himn of fire was throw n hundedrs of 
feet into the air, igniting the shaft 
plant and adjoining buildings. U nder 
the intense heat, the hoist of the 
shaft crumbled and fell. Cinders were 
blown in all directions, several of 
them lighting in parts of the m ining 
town taking lire. 
The citizens were 
unable to extinguish the fires and the 


I Rosyln fire departm ent was called out. 
T he mine in the neighborhood of the 
I shaft 
is 
burning 
fiercely, 
flames j 
shooting up from the shaft nearly IOO 
Ifeet into the air. 
The electric pump. 
I which supplies the town of Rosyln 
w ith water, was cut off and the w ater 
supply in the city was nearly exhaust­ 
ed. 
It Is reported th a t the shaft is 
caving in and th at eth er explosions 
[may occur at any moment. 
Rescue parties will be sent Into the 
| m ine from the slope connecting with 
the shaft as soon as It Is safe for men 
to approach. 


Eskim o Killed and Ate Three of His 
Children. 
St. Johns, N. F., Oct. 4.—Tragedy in 
the F ar North formed the burden of 
the news brought to port by the Hud­ 
son Bay com pany's steam er Adven 
ture, which arrived with the crew of 
the lost Dur.dee w haler Paradox and 
the story of an Eskimo, who, driven 
to cannibalism by starvation, ate his 
children and shooting several neigh 
bors who attem pted summary punish 
m ent, fled into the trackless wilder­ 
ness of ice. 
The Paradox, one of the fleet ol 
whalers, m et the fate of her compan 
ion ship, Snowdrop, when she was 
crushed in the ice floes off Paffiii 
Hand early in August, a year ago. The 
crew 
with 
scanty 
provisions madi 
their way over the broken ice towards- 
the m ainland and were picked up by 
th e steam er this fall. 
The Hudson Bay mounted police 
report, through dispatches brought by 
the Adventure, the cannibalism of the 
starving Eskimo. 
The m an’s fishing 
and hunting season had been a failure 
and driven mad by hunger, lie cut the 
throats of three of his children and 
then ate the little victims. 
W hen the m an’s neighbors learned 
of the horrible crime they attacked 
him p.ccording to the prim itive law’ ol 
their race. 
The outcast beat off a1) 
assaults, shot down several of the at 
tacking party and escaped into the 
wilderness. 
His fate *s unknown.

4.—The open­ 
ing of the registration booths or. the 
Cheyenne River and Standing Rock 
Indian reservations in South Dakota 
at m idnight Sunday night was attend 
ed with all the characteristic eager­ 
ness of a m ultitude of people for new 
lands, and an hour had no sooner 
passed than about I.SOO registrations 
had been made at the six different 
registration centers. 
The very center of the land rush 
seem s to have centered about Mo­ 
bridge, the nearest city to the reserva­ 
tion; Aberdeen, the headquarters of 
th e governm ent, and Pierre, the capi­ 
tal of South Dakota.

tabernacle at Salt Lake on Sunday 
last to the cornerstone laying of the 
F irst 
U niversalist 
church 
in 
East 
Portland. 
The preside ut handled the 
silver trowel and worked hard to see 
th a t the stone was properly adjusted 
His apparent earnestness iu setting 
the stone called out great applause 
Iron. the open air audience. 
The president referred to his va 
rious church experiences and in con 
eluding said: 
“No church in this country, how 
ever humble it may be, that preaches 
the doctrine of true religion and true 
m orality, will lack my earnest sup 
port 
to 
make 
it 
more 
inlluentia1 
w henever opportunity offers.” 
Mr. Taft had a truly religious day. 
which began when he attended the 
m orning services a t the First Uni­ 
tarian church in Portland and listened 
to a sermon by Rev. W. G. Eliot, J r 
Following this service the president 
was the gue^t of honor at a luncheon 
tendered 
by 
S enator 
Bourne 
and 
which included the various state and 
city officials. 
In the early afternoon the president 
visited St. M ary’s 
Roman Catholic 
school and m ade a five-minute ad­ 
dress to the school children, in which 
he declared that loyalty to the church 
m eant fidelity to country. 
After the 
president had been introduced at the 
cornerstone laying by Rev. Jam es Bor- 
by, pastor of the church, ho said: 


No Explanation Necessary. 
“I don’t know th a t any one ques­ 
tions the propriety of my being here 
and officiating on such an occasion as 
this, or that an explanation of a ry 
sort, is called for. 
B ut I want to say 
th a t I believe it to be the duty of the 
president of these United States to 
welcome and to suggest every instru­ 
m ent by which the m orals and reli­ 
gion of the com m unitv may be elevat­ 
ed and m aintained. 
Not long ago I 
officiated at the cornerstone laying of 
an orthodox Congregational church irs 
W ashington. 
Then I appeared In the 
pulpit of a Jew ish tabernacle at P itts­ 
burg. 
But a few days ago I helped to 
lay the cornerstone of a Catholic in­ 
stitution at Helena. Mont. 
“And now it is my great pleasure' 
to assist here in laying the corner­ 
stone 
of this 
U niversalist 
church, 
which, like my own church, the U ni­ 
tarian church, is known as a liberal 
church.” 
The president told some of his ex­ 
periences at the Catholic church in 
th e Philippines and then said th at on 
the occasion of his visit to Rome he 
ventured to say to th e pope that while 
In America the sentim ent was strong 
for the separation of church and state, 
th ere was nothing in tho American 
governm ent or Am erican people th at 
opposed the church or its highest de­ 
velopm ent; th at in no European coun­ 
try had the Catholic church flourished 
as It had in America- that In this 
country the Catholic church received 
from the governm ent and state offi­ 
cials only that treatm ent accorded to 
every other denomination.

T h ty Present A il the Phenom ena el 
A nim al and Vegetable Grow th. 
Why and bow is the deer so peculiar­ 
ly unlike any other of the bovine race, 
the horn differing so materially from 
all the horned cattle in Its composition, 
growth, maturity and decline? 
It pre­ 
sents all the phenomena of animal and 
vegetable growth. 
It sprouts from the 
brain without any prolongation of the 
frontal 
bone. 
It rises and 
breaks 
through the sinews aud takes root on 
the bone, growing the same as a vege­ 
table. 
It is nourished by and secretes 
albumen upon the surface and disposes 
of tile fibrin tin1 same tis an animal. 
It is clothed with a skin and hairy 
coat very different from those on the 
rest of the body. 
This covering and 
hair possess a property unknown in 
other animal bodier—that of being a 
styptic to stanch its own blood when 
wounded. 
It carries marks of the age 
on Hie buck by putting out an extra 
brand! each year, which shows an ad 
iitional power eacb year to produce 
them. 
And this power does not exist 
In the female. 
So this difference is 
more distinctly marked than in any 
other class of animals. Again, the horn 
possesses properties unknown in any 
other animal matter. 
It is entirely in­ 
odorous, capable of resisting putrefac­ 
tion and almost impervious to the ef­ 
fects of the atmosphere. 
And still water at 300 degrees F. 
will dissolve these horns readily, even 
though they are not soluble in alcohol 
and resist the action of acids and alka­ 
lis. 
It is the only vegeto animal sub­ 
stance that we know of that does not 
perpetuate itself by procreation. 
The male and the female are sus­ 
tained by the same nutrition and ele­ 
ments. and only the male produces 
horns. 
This phenomenon is quite as 
much of a curiosity as the absence oi 
the horn in the buck after shedding. - 
Exchange.

The American people once elected a 
tailor to the presidency, and doubt­ 
less many manipulators of the shears 
aud goose have sat in the seats of the 
mighty by election, but only once did 
a tailor make himself at home on the 
floor of the Cuffed States senate when 
he had no constituency to represent 
The tailor 
was 
Hermann 
Moritz 
Riedel of I ’hiladelphia, who visited 
Washington in April, 1808, to attend 
the exciting scenes during the im­ 
peachment 
proceedings 
against 
An­ 
drew Johnson, a fellow 
craftsman. 
Aud this is the account of how he 
witnessed these proceedings as pub­ 
lished in the Washington Republican 
of that day: 
"A good looking Teutonic friend of 
ours a day or two since made an ear­ 
nest appeal to our Muggins tor a tick­ 
et to the senate to listen to what was 
going forward at the impeachment 
trial. 
Muggins, as is His wont, in the 
kindness of his soul consented to fur­ 
nish Teuton with the talism an s paste­ 
board which effects the open sesame to 
the senate chamber and also assured 
our friend that he would accompany 
him to the gallery and find him an 
eligible seat. 
Muggins and Teuton 
started to work their way In. but Mug­ 
gins was detained outside of the door 
for a few moments, and our German 
friend went on and passed the vigilant 
sentinels at the outer door and went 
directly to the entrance of the senate 
chamber and was admitted by the 
gentlemanly ushers under the belief 
probably that he was a member of 
congress and passed through the vesti­ 
bule and took his seat In the first va­ 
cant chair and there remained during 
the entire session in the confident be­ 
lief that be was entitled to the seat.” 
The descendants of H erm ann Riedel 
are living in Washington now. 
The 
tailor, who was a ‘‘top notcher” at bis 
trade, according to all accounts, died 
In 1877, having declined a pension after 
serving as a marine during the civil 
war.—Washington H ost

Much interest must forever attach to 
the discovery of that valuable instru­ 
ment the mariner’s compass, and yet 
there 
are 
few 
subjects concerning 
which less is known. For a period the 
honor of the invention was ascribed to 
Gioia, a pilot, born at 1’asitano, a 
small village situated near Amalfi, 
about the end of the thirteenth cen­ 
tury. His claims, however, have been 
disputed. 
Much learning and labor have been 
bestowed upon the subject of the dis­ 
covery. It has been maintained by one 
class that even the Phoenicians were 
the inventors, by another that th€ 
Greeks and Romans bad a knowledge 
of it. 
Such notions, however, have 
been completely refuted. 
One passage, nevertheless, of a re 
markable character occurs in the works 
of Cardinal de Titty, bishop of l’tole- 
mais, in Syria. 
He went to Palestine 
during the fourth crusade, about the 
year 1204. 
He returned afterw ard to 
Europe and subsequently back to the 
Holy Land, where be wrote his work 
entitled “Historia O r ie n ta l,” as near­ 
ly as can be determined, between the 
years 1215 and 1220. 
In chapter 91 
of that work Lie has this singular pas­ 
sage: 
‘‘The iron needle, after contact with 
the loadstone, constantly turns to the 
north star, which, at the axis of the 
firmament, remains immovable while 
the others revolve, aud hence it is es­ 
sentially necessary to those navigat­ 
ing on the ocean.” 
These words are as explicit as they 
are extraordinary. 
They state a fact 
and announce a use. The thing, there­ 
fore, which essentially constitutes the 
compass must have been known long 
before the birth of Gioia. 
In audition 
to this fact, there is another equally 
fatal to his claim as the original dis­ 
coverer. 
It is now settled beyond a doubt 
th at the Chinese were acquainted with 
the compass long before the Europe 
ans. 
It is certain that there are allu­ 
sions to the magnetic needle in the 
traditionary period of Chinese history, 
about 2.000 years before Christ, and a 
still more credible account of it is 
found in the reign of Chingwang of the 
Chow dynasty, before Christ 1114. 
All this, however, may be granted 
without in the least impairing the just 
claims of Gioia to the gratitude of man­ 
kind. 
The truth appears to be that 
the position of Gioia in relation to the 
compass was precisely that of W att in 
relation to the steam engine—the ele­ 
m ent existed; he augmented its utility. 
The compass used by the mariners 
In 
the 
Mediterranean 
during

tw elfth and thirteenth centuries was 
a very, uncertain_and_ unsatisfactory

It consisted only of a mag­ 
netic needle floating in a vase or basin 
by means of two straw s on a bit of 
cork supporting it on the surface of 
the water. 
The compass used by the Arabians 
In the thirteenth century was an in­ 
strument of exactly the same descrip­ 
tion. Now, the inconvenience and in­ 
efficiency of such an apparatus are ob­ 
vious. The agitation of the ocean and 
the tossing of the vessel might render 
It useless in a moment. 
But Gioia placed the magnetized 
needle on a pivot, which permits it to 
turn to all sides with facility. After­ 
ward it was attached to a card divided 
Into thirty-two points, called rose de I 
vents, and then the box containing it j 
w as suspended in such a manner that, , 
however the vessel might be tossed, j 
It would always remain horizontal.— 
Electrical Engineer.

Indians Have Harvested an Excep­ 
tionally Heavy Crop this Fall 
and Get Good Prices 


One of the heaviest wild rice crops 
in m any years is being harvested on 
the lakes and stream s of n o r th e r n 
Minnesota this fall. 
Some of the old 
tim ers say they never saw so much 
of the cereal in this territory. 
Con­ 
ditions d u rin g the sum m er ap p e a r to 
have been ideal for its growth, and it 
has reached a lu x u rian ce seldom a t ­ 
tained. 
T here is plenty of it to supply 
a liberal a m o u n t for the w in te r con­ 
sum ption' of Indians, but it is said 
there is d a n g e r t h a t the red m a n ’s 
greed for money may, even in the 
face of plenty, b i in g about a famine. 
In previous years the whole of the 
rice crop w e n t to the Indians and 
the ducks. 
D u rin g the last fey sea­ 
sons certain men have been bu y ing 
the cereal for m arket, and this year 
the railroad men say more of it is 
being shipped out of the n o rth co u n ­ 
try th a n ever before. 
The rice brings a fancy price in 
the larger cities, and there is good 
demand. 
There is a good marKet for 
all t h a t can be produced. 
T he re is 
a good profit in th e business for the 
m an who buys from the In d ia n s an d 
th en resells to the trade. 
I n d ia n s 
are experts at h a rv estin g th is p ro ­ 
duct on the lakes an d stream s, and 
they sell it at a low figure. 
As more 
buyers enter the field, however, the 
price to the h arv ester increases, for 
the buyers get to bidding a g a in st 
each other, an d th e In d ian s profit 
thereby. 
It is a repetition of the 
history of th e fu r business. 
The 
time was when valuable furs could be 
b o u g ht from the Indians for a song, 
b u t 
competition 
has 
t a u g h t 
the 
Indian the real value of th e fur- 
b earing anim als and now he is more 
cautious about disposing of his furs, 
for he knows if he does not sell to 
one m an he can dispose of the fu rs to 
another. 
The danger from fam ine com es 
from the fact that the Indian is 
liable to sligh t his own w inter needs 
in disposing of the crop of the m ar­ 
ket. 
The money he gets from his 
work in this direction is, for the 
m ost part, squandered in th e red 
m an’s usual reckless fashion, and 
little of it goes toward the la y in g in 
of the w inter's stores. 
Instead of 
p u ttin g by a plentiful store of rice 
for his own use, he sells m ost of w hat 
he harvests, and it is feared th at 
w ith the big demand ex istin g this 
fall, he w ill find him self short of 
both rice and m oney before th e w in ­ 
ter is over w ith. 
W ild rice has a l­ 
w ays been a staple w ith M innesota 
Indians, and m any of them depend 
upon 
it alm ost entirely for their 
w inter food., 
There is a plentiful crop in the 
lakes here th is fall. 
The Indians 
have harvested all except w hat they 
have tied up in bunches and have 
secured one of the largests harvests 
they ever got here. 
As soon as the 
w eather gets a little colder, the ducks 
w ill arrive here and so sportsm en 
w ill derive the final benefit from the 
rice.— Onamia Lake Breeze.

SEEING UNDER WATER. 


The 
Lim- 
Refraction of Light and the 
iting Angle of Vision. 
One of the most peculiar things in 
connection with life under water is 
what is known as the lim iting angle of 
vision. 
This applies to fishes, divers, 
submarine crews and, in fact, any be­ 
ing possessing the power of sight and 
desiring to look through the water at 
objects iii the air. 
The effect is not 
due to a defect in vision, but to the re­ 
fraction or bending of light, and no 
telescope or other optical instrument 
can get around it. 
The effect consists of the impossibil­ 
ity of seeing anything on the outside 
unless the observer directs his line of 
sight within forty-eight degrees of the 
vertical, l f a forty-nine degree angle or 
over is taken, the surface, no matter 
how clear the water is, acts as a per­ 
fect mirror aud reflects objects at the 
bottom of the water, thus not allowing 
anything on the outside to be seen. 
The consequence of this property is 
the most startling of all, for everything 
on the outside can be seen and thus 
has to be seen in the cone described 
by the forty-eight degree angle from 
the eye. 
This shows all outside ob­ 
jects huddled together and appearing 
high in air. Thus, if one dives into the 
middle of a wide river, on looking up 
the banks will appear close together, 
but, at a great distance from the ob­ 
server, high in air. 
This angle is called the “critical” an­ 
gle and of course varies w ith the two 
media in contact. 
If one desires to make the experiment 
a square glass box or an aquarium will 
answer very well. 
Suspend this from 
the ceiling or support it on a wall 
bracket and look under it at. an angle. 
The phenomenon will be observed as 
indicated. 
The clearer the water and 
the stronger the light the more clearly 
will things appear.—Chicago Record- 
Herald.

W hen Dr. Cook reached W ashing­ 
ton lie was driven im m ediately to the 
new W illard hotel, w here he had din­ 
ner and talked with the new spaper 
men before going to a local th eater 
to deliver his lecture. 
* 
Frankness characterized fir. Cook’s 
answ ers to every question asked by 
new spaper men, although the explor­ 
er added but little to w hat he already 
has said and published since he re­ 
turned to civilization. 
W hen asked if 
he would in the future fit up an expe­ 
dition to go to the South pole, Dr. 
Cook said he was not yet prepared to 
answ er on that point, but he added 
th at discovery of the South pole would 
he rendered much easier than the 
N orth pole, and would be attended by 
fur less dangerous risks. 
He pointed 
out that a probable route to the South 
pole would be along stretches of land 
on which si at ions m ight be estab­ 
lished, and th at this would m ean a 
quicker discovery.

Tribute to Robert Fulton’s Genius. 


In com m em orating the centennial 
anniversary of the successful applica­ 
tion of steam to navigation by Robert 
Fulton, which will also be A pact of the 
H udson-Fulton celebration, it is of in­ 
terest to know something of the noted 
inventor’s life and characteristics. This 
is furnished by Alice C rary Sutcliffe, 
great-granddaughter of Robert Fulton,
